Subject: Occupation of territory separeted from Czechoslovekie. 


1, The sectors separated from Cz will be occupied by the Armed Forces 
as follows: 


The sector marked I to be occupied on tho 185 and 2nd of Oct, the 
sector marked II on Oct ¢ and Grd, the sector merked III on Oct. 3, 4 and 5, 
tho sector marked IV on Oct. б and 7th. The remining area up to Oct 10. 


| The extent of the area I-IV is shown on tho attached map. Тһе 
extent of the remaining areas will be announced later. 


2. The Armed Forces will have the followinz tasks: 


The present deerce of mobilized preparedness is to be mainteined 
completely, for the present also in the West, Order for the rescinding of 
measures taken is held over.

The preparatory measures of Suorene Hj for the prosecution of the 
war in the near future are to be made along the following lincs:- 


1. Relations with France 


The ain of iiy policy towards France is to cooverate with this country 
in the most effective way for the future prosccution of the war asainst 
England, For the tine being France will have the role of a “non-belliscrent 
power" :- she will have to tolerate German military measures on her territory, 
especially in the African colonies, and to sive sup»ort, as far as possible, 
even by using her own means of defense, The nost pressing task of the 
French is the defensive and offensive protection of thcir French possessions 
(West and Equatorial Africa) against England and the de Gaulle movement. 

Fron this initial task Francets participation in the war against England 
can develop fully. 


For the tine being, the conversations with France resulting fron 
iy necting with .larshal Petain are being carried on ~ apart froin the current 
work of the armistice coiiission - entirely by the forcim office (Auswartiges 
At) in cooperation with the Supreie Command of the Lrmed Forces (OK). 


iore detailed directives will follow at the close of these talks.

Political steps to brin: about an carly Spanish cntry into the war 
have been taken, Тһе ain of Geran intervention in the Iberian peninsula

b) The British will be prevented from gaining з foothold at another 
point of the Iberian peninsula, or the Atlantic Islands.

The situation in the Mediterranean Theater of Operation demands for 
strategical, political and psychological reasons Селат assistance, due to 
employment of superior forces by England against our allies.

Its most 
important assignment will be the fight against the English Naval forces and their 
communications between the western and eastern Mcditcrranian. Besides that, 
provisions are also to be made, with the help of temporary landing fields, to 
attack the English unloading harbors and supply bases on the ooast of Western 
Egypt and Cryenaioa and thus give immediate support to the Army groupof Graziani, 


The Italian Government has been asked to declare the territory between 
Sicily and the North African coast a "restricted area" (Sperrgebiet) in order to 
facilitate the operations of the X Air Corps and to avoid incidents against 
neutral shins.

In case German or foreign 
authoritics enquire about such prisoners, they are to be told that they wore 
arrested, but that the proccedings do not allow eny further information. 


IV. The Commenders in the oceupied territories and the Gourt authorities 
within the framework of their Jurisdiction, arc personally responsible for 
the observance of this decree, 


V. The Chief of the Supreme Cormmind of the Armed Forces determines iin 

which occupied territories this decree is to be applied, He is authorized 
to explain and to issue exccutive orders and supplements. The Reich 
Minister of Justice will issue executive orders within his own jurisdiction.
